regions of India , on a more scientific , efficient and economic basis and for 
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matters connected therewith or incidental thereto , was introduced in the House 
of the People , but has not been passed 


AND WHERBAS Partiament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances out which render it - tecessary for him to take immediate 
action to give them to the provisions of the said Bil ; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clange ( 1) of
